Mich., who escaped 
with his face bloodied from cuts, 
said survivors held the heads of 
trapp ed m en above w ater to try 
to keep them from drowning. 


Curtis said only about three of 
the m en got out from under the 
w reckage. A helicopter had to be 
used to lift one end of the truck 
off the bodies of the other m en. 
The one and one-half ton A rm y 
tru ck was returning 25 m en of the 
101st from field training when it 
skidded on a curve in hill coun­ 
try n ear the Kentucky-Tennessee 
b order and hit the rocky creek 
bed. 


Curtis said 
he felt the truck 
“ sw erving to the rig h t” on the 
curving dow ngrade but said, “ I 
thought the driver would bring it 
out of the skid—then I saw the 
bridge com e up.” 


Curtis said even then he thought 
it was only “ a pretty good scare— 
nothing serious,” but the next mo-' 
m eld he “ had a falling sen satio ns 
followed by a thud, not a crash, 
"T here was a feeling of pres­ 
su re against us.
